The fertile germ In hot 
a-esther quickly necomaa a blood ling, 
which spoils the egg for food snd 
market. Summer best has the same 
effect on fertile eggs as the ben or 
incubator.

Tbe big grain crops of tbla year 
will naturally ancouraga gram grow 
lag, but before a farmer dacidea to 
risk bu anlira Inouma on the pro 
ductloD of grain, be should ra'uembar 
that crops like this one do not bap 
pen every year. 

If anyone caret to taka tba trouble 
to Invesiigala they arlll And that none 
of Iba older oountriea became weaitby 
agrlculiurally, while they meda grain 
growing tbelr chief occupalloo. On 
tba other band piactiraily every coun¬ 
try where the farmers have specializ¬ 
ed lo dstrylng they have be«*otue prut 
peroos snd ind pendent.

Home of 
tha money derived fiom Ibis year's 
grain crop should go towards the pur- 
.'bsse of cows or other Uvestoex. toi 
tbe time may soon come when these 
fsrmers will decide that they useu 
mors llvest(K-k. but may have difficul¬ 
ty in obtaining the cash to buy It. 

Tbe dairy conimlssloner for 8as 
kstrhewsn reports s fifty per cent. In- 
crease In the output of the govern¬ 
ment operated creameries over the 
summer months of ibis year Tha In¬ 
dustry is davrloplne rapidly, but tbe 
posalbllltlas are practically unlimltiML 
aad a maiiiet for five times the 
amount of butter now produced could 
easily ba found, provided tba quality 
la No. 1. 

There la no more stable or profit¬ 
able branch of farming If properly 
conducted, and It should ba only a few 
yanrs when each prsiria provlnea will 
ba produclog for export tea mUllona of 
pounds of butter. When ibis happens

"At tba camp I mad# aararal plana 
(or escaping, but never got n tevor 
able oppurtunity. 1 managed to get 
myself transferred to another camp 
and there began lo make my plana 
which have succeeded so well. 

"It waa not no aaay matter. The 
camp waa. of course, surrounded by 
bigb barbed wire fencing. On each of 
Us (onr fronts a sentry waa posted 
and at night (our powerful acetylene 
lamps llgbtad up the whola of tha 
camp. 

"Tha great night come. Wa waited 
(HI one of the acDtiiti had hla bach 
turned, and then wriggled on our 
•tomaeba to the fencing. 1 then man¬ 
aged to sever one strand of (ha fence 
and. to my mind, (he tang of it made 
the greatest nolae Tve ever heard 
But the aeatry walked on. With beat 
tng h eart I snapped the second atrnnd 
That made an awful nolaa. Still the 
sentry walked on. Then we crawled 
out, free men. 1 am glad «a out¬ 
witted that sentry, aa ba bad caused 
ua a lot of trouble. 

"We had tb crawl for 100 yards ba- 
fora we could get any sort of ahalter, 
and then wa moved aaay as quickly 
aa we could In the clrcumstancea. 
During the night n eompaaa which I 
had was a real friend. 

"The only food we nad waa a few 
biscuits aad a lltUa chocolate. When¬ 
ever we came near a farm the watch 
dogs barked In the nigbts that fol 
lowed the dogs always smelt ua when 
we were stealing applee lo the orch¬ 
ards. For tbrea days we bad no other 
food but apples 

"It wnant aafs to travel by day. Ah 
tboogb we bad plenty of tobacco. I 
bad laid It down (hot there waa to be 
no amoking day or night until wa 
ware out of tho country. The smell of 
English tobacco might eeally put an 
Inquisitive Oerman on oer track. 

"When wa actually erotsed tha 
frontier Into Holland, so cramped 
with sleeping out lo the wet Md our 
feet eirollen and bleeding w4 could 
hardly stand. The drat Dutch farm 
bouse was a godaaod." 

Feeding Dairy Cows 

Feed For Dairy Cattia fiheuld ba RIsh 
In Protein 

In pnrebaeing feeds for dairy cat¬ 
tle buy only those rich In protein and 
mix your own ration. U la not ad 
flaab^a to buy balanced ration feeds, 
AS iheae are usually too axpaoalve. 

Thera are several rules given by 
different authorltlea fur (he proper 
feeding of milking cows. No set 
amounts can be given, however, eithei 
for tba alM of tha an.mal or the 
breed. Tbey all depend on tba In- 
jlvldual. 

One feeder gives tha three follow¬ 
ing rules, the owner Judging (or him 
•etf which la tha moat auitabla for hla 
cattle. 

Feed all (ha roughage they will 
clean up, and. 

One pound of grain for each pound 
of butter-fat they produce each week, 
or 

One pound of grain per day for 
every three pounds of milk they pro¬ 
duce. or 

Feed all (ha grain they will amt 
without gaining lo weight. 

Another good rule to follow la tu 
feed all the roughage they will cl 
up. and 

One pound of grain for every five 
pounds of three, par cant milk they 
produce par day, or 

One pound of groin for every four 
pound* of (our per cent, of milk, or 

One pou<td OI grain par day fur 
every tbraa pounds of five per cent 
mUk.
